Fu.vciiAL, Madeira, June 15.— The fol- 
lowing details have heen obtained of the 
Buicide : Barney Barnato, who had been 
in ill-health for Bome time, between two 
and three o'clock yesterday seemed to be 
in good spirits, and was walking up and 
down the deck. Suddenly Barnato 
Baked his companion to tell him the 
time. Before he received a reply he 
wrenched his arm away and jumped 
overboard. The fourth officer jumped 
overboard after liiin immediately, but 
failed to save the lite of the Soutii 
African speculator, aa a sea was run- 
ning, and the vessel was steaming at the 
rate of 17 knots an hour. As soon as 
posBible the steamer was stopped and a 
lifeboat lowered and pulled to the spo* 
where the two men Vera last seen. The 
fourth oflicer was rescued in an exhaust- 
ed condition, and later tbe body of Bar- 
nato was recovered. The remains have 
been embalmed and will be taken to 
England on board the Scott. 

LoNuo.v, June 15.— -The death of Bar- 
ney Barnato has caused a sensation in 
financial circles. His office here was be- 
sieged this morninK by hundreds of 
ea^^er intjuirers, and even the members 
of hiB firm have not received confirma- 
tion of tlie news. Hia eelf-destruction 
is supposed to have been the outcome of 
his recent illness at Capo Colony, which, 
according to rumors on the stock 
change, was iu the nature of a brain 
trouble. The Pall Mall Gazette says 
that he has been mentally unwell for 
three inoutlis and has been under con 
Btant Burveillance. 

The Barnatos lived in tbe Spancer 
house for several years, and 'were re- 
turning to occupy their KOrEeous bome 
just being finished on Park Lane, oppo- 
site Stanhope Gate. 

Although the stock exchange was 
shocked by the news of Barnato's death, 
there was no panic. 

CbicvKLAND, Ohio, June 15. — Mr. Julia 
Blackinan, who claims to be the legiti- 
mate daughter of Barney Barnato, and 
her husband will at once proceed to 
London for tlie purpose of demanding 
her interest in his fortune. Jlrs. Black- 
man claims to be the daughter of Bar- 
nato by hia first wife, whose maiden 
name was Anna Esther.

the mines from which his nierchandiee 
had come. Before another live years 
had elapsed hia holdings at Kimberley 
had become very large, and when the 
Transvaal gold fields were discovered he 
had profits to invest in them. 

In ISSG Barnato was a definite money 
power in .South Africa, and began to be 
spoken of as the rival of Cecil Ehodes. 
Unlike in temperament;, the two men 
started out to be opponents, but in 1888 
they reached the conclusion simultane- 
ously that their respective interests 
could be best promoted by combining 
forces, and the De Beers consolidated 
mines were the result, one of the jnoat 
valuable pieces of property in land in 
the world. 

Although Barnato represented Kim- 
berley twice in the Cape legiBlature, he 
had little time to give to politics, and 
little interest in tliat field of activity. 
Cecil Rhodes used wealth only as a 
means of political control; Barnato 
aspired only to such control of men a 
comes from being fabulously rich. His 
record in the Cape legislature was quite 
devoid of incident. When the trenjend 
oua increase in his mining interests 
called for a London branch, this took the 
form of the Barnato bank. From that 
date he spent most of his time in Lon 
don, lived at first in Earl Spencer's 
town residence, but moved finally into a 
more magnificent mansion overlooking 
Hyde parK. 

Whil le in Africa he married and had 
three children, two sons and a daug liter. 
He always had, or professed to have, 
boundlesB faith in the future of the 
Transvaal, and his personal popularity 
among all clasRea of Afrikanders was 
great. In London, where he was con- 
stantly besieged by flatterers, begtrars 
and projectors of all sorts of enterprises, 
he finally became quite inaccessible to 
all except his most intimate friends.

THE DIAMOND KING'S CAREER. 

How From a Poor Circus Performer He Be- 
came One of tbe Richest Men 
in the World. 

The late Barney Barnato was in many 
respects the most remarkable epectilator 
ot the century. Of all the Engliahiiicn 
who have taken part in the development 
of South Africa, tvo only have secured a 
world-wide reputation. These have been 
Ce(;il Rhodes and Barnett Isaacs, more 
often and less respectfully styled Barney 
Barnato. Barnato was an assumed name, 
a Bort of stage name, for he began his 
life in .Soutli Africa by exhibiting a trick 
donkey some twenty-live years ago. He 
was then about twenty years of age. 

.Barney Barnato was an Englisli Jew. 
Up to the point where his fortunes beuan 
to decline he made money by leaps and 
bounds, and in 1895, when his good for- 
tune was at its zenith, it was estimated 
that he controlled interests worth in the 
neighborhood of X100,000,000. It was the 
fashion to call him the richest man in the 
world. At that time he was virtually 
tlie king of the London money market. 
In the autumn of 181)5, when the boom 
in Kaflirs, the shares of the compar- 
atively new gold mines ot tlie Trans- 
vaal, .South Africa, was at its height, 
every man, woman and child in London, 
with money to invest, invested it in 
Kaffirs. The ciaze was the last of those 
financial fevers which periodically at- 
tack conservative England, the " South 
Sea Bubble" being the first. Fcr 
months it was the controlling passion in 
London, and it was most rampant in 
Paris and Berlin. The shares went to 
unheard of figures, and fortunes were 
made in a day. The centre of this tro- 
meiulouB financial outburst was Barney 
Barnato, and he was conservatively esti- 
mated at that time as worth between 
.$100,000,000 and .1^150,000,000. Among 
liiH asBelB was a bank originally capital- 
ized at .tlL', 500,000. In a very' few 
months its capital slock rose in value to 
$45,000,000. 

Barnato was liorn in London. Little 
is known as to hia early life except that 
he received bis instruction from a pri- 
vate tutor, instead of attending the 
public schools. He was a younger son, 
and at the age of 20 went to South 
Africa, then a much more unknown ter- 
ritory than it is now, thinly populated 
by Englishmen or persons of English 
descent. The Ivimberlcy diamond mines 
were just beginning to be productive. 
With liis few poiir.'iw ot capital he Ijegan 
dealing in diamondH in a small way. Ho 
was clever and pushing. I'A'erything lu! 
touclied he iinule auccesBful. In live 
years he had earned enough in the retail j 



FIRE ON ELLIS ISLAND. 

The Immigrant Station for New York Com- 
pletely Destroyed— Ho Loss 
of Life. 

New York, June 15.— The L'nited 
States government immigration station 
on Ellis ieland, in New York liarbor, 
was destroyed by fire this morning, but 
with probably no loss of life. The end 
of the building in which the fire started 
was used for sleeping, cooking and eating 
by the immigaants. The detention pen, 
in which there are always a considerable 
number of immigrants being held for in- 
vestigation, was soon consumed, and 
nearly all the other buildings on the 
ieland were destroyed. The 200 immi 
grants were safely transferred from the 
island to the barge oflice at the batterj', 
leaving no one on the island except the 
firemen and a few attendants. 

The ferry boat John G. Carlisle brought 
the sick from the hospital. There were 
seventy-five men and forty-six women 
and children on the boat. Twenty of 
the women were sick, one of them sufl'er- 
ing from typhoid fever and said to be in 
a serious condition. With the party 
were also tbe doctors and nurses. 

The buildinisB Consamed were simply 
vast wooden snedstructareB, made of tlie 
most infiammable material. The main 
building was 440x16'! and four stories 
high. 

PRESBYTERIAN ASSEMBLY. 

Next Year's Meeting to Be in Montreal 
Loyal Addresses Adopted. 

WiNNiTfiQ, June 15.— (Special)— At to- 
day's session of the Presbyterian General 
Assembly loyal addresses of congratula- 
tion to Her Majesty the Queen and 

Governor-General were unanimously 
adopted. 

It was decided to hold the next meet- 
ing ot the Assembly in Montreal in June 
next. The ballot stood : Montreal, 113; 
Ilaiitax, US. 

Principal Macrae moved, seconded by 
Mr. Robert Murray, for a change in the 
Assembly act, to make the Assembly 
consist of one-sixth of the number of 
ministers on the rolls of presbyteries 
and an equal number of laymen. This 
motion was lost by a vote of G5 for and 79 
against. The moderator chaiacterized 
the result aa a very extraordinary 
thing. 

AN LNDHiNANT PRIEST. 

He Denounces the Liberal Government for 
Interfering Witti the Rights of 
His Church. 

TonoNTO, June 15. — (Special) — A dis- 
patch from Windsor says that Father 
Bayard, of St. Aljihonsus church, in hia 
aennon on Sunday made a vigorous at- 
tack on the Dominion government and 
Mr. Laurier. They, he said,, had viol- 
ated the riglit of the church to control 
the etlucation of the young and had re- 
fused to submit to the authority of the 
church. This, declared Father Bayard, 
could not last. All who opposed the au- 
thority of the church are crashed sooner 
Inter.'

Mclnnes moved that Heinze and War- 
field appear before the committee to 
give information regarding their finan- 
cial status. The motion was defeated on 
the casting vote of Chairman Sutherland. 

Mr. Mclnnes then called attention to 
tbe supposed fact of no quorum. The 
chairman counted the members in at- 
tendance and declared that there was a 
quorum. ' 

Mr. Blair said if it was expected that 
parliament was to bonus the road the 
charter should be passed. 

Mr. Maxwell — " It is now one o'clock 
and I object to further progress of the 
bill. Unless some arrangement is made 
whereby an amalgamation can take 
place this bill will not go through the 
House. It iS simply useless to go on 
with it to-day."

CASEY'S BICYCLE BILL

bill met with a cool reception from the 
railway committee to-day. A compro- 
mise was euggested and the committee 
adjourned nntil to-morrow to enable 
representatives of the railway compan- 
ies and the wheelmen's associations to 
reach an agreement. The conference 
took place to-night, but without result. 



HOPE FOR RICE MILLS. 

Reconsideration of the Recent Increase in 
Tax on Raw Material— Tbe 
Coal Duties. 

(From Our Own Correspondent.) 
Ottawa, June 15. — The House was 
engaged on the tarill thia afternoon and 
evening. Two important changes af- 
fecting British Columbia were an- 
nounced. Rice, uncleaned, was made 
half a cent a pound instead of three- 
fourths of a cent; and the bituminous 
coal duty wag made uniform with that 
of the States, 54 cents per short ton, 
slack 20 per cent, not to exceed 18 cents 
per short ton ; anthracite free. 



AN INTERPRETER NEEDED 

To Make Clear Whettaer Mr. Laurler Spoka 
For or Against Preferential 
Trade. 

Ottawa, June 16. — Mr. McNeill called 
attention to-day to the reputed utter- 
ances of Premier Laurier repudiating 
the preferential trade idea.

Sir Charles Tupper said the House 
could not believe that Mr. Laurier re- 
pudiated preferential trade as reported, 
for on tbe hustings he declared himself 
in favor of such a policy.

"0! Almighty and everlasting God, 
King of kings, Lord of lords, we praise 
thy name for the memorable yearaof the 
reign of thy servant Victoria, the good 
and ever faithful Queen of Great Britain. 

" Keep her, we beseech Thee, under 
the protection of Thy good providence. 
Sustain her in the cares of her great 
oflice. Grant her health, prosperity and 
long life, to lead her nation in the way 
of righteousness. 

" May all things be so ordered and 
settled by her endeavors, upon the best 
and surest foundation, that peace and 
happiness, truth and justice, religion 
and piety may be established in Great 
Britain for all generations ; through Je- 
sus Christ, our Lord, Amen." 

I'RAYER FOR THE I'EOl'LE. 

"Almighty God, who hast made of 
one blood all nations of men for to dwell 
on the face of the earth, pour thy liless- 
inga we beseech thee upon tlie people 
of the two great countries of common 
race, tongue and faith, Great Britain 
and the United States. 

" Bind them together, we pray thee, 
with cords of mutual respect, justice and 
charity. Sustain their institutions, 
nouriah their arts and letters, inspire 
their churches, lead their statesmen, and 
guide their people in the way of right- 
eonaineBs and peace. 

'* May the two nations live with one 
another in striving to do thy will and in 
working mightily for thy righteousness, 
that so among the nations of the earth 
thy kingdom may come and thy name 
iDe glorified. Grant this, we beseech 
thee, in the name of thy Son, our 
Savior, Jesus Christ. Amen." 

A NEW ERA DAWMING. 

Tbe Jnbilee to Mark the Inanguration of 
Closer Union of Coloaies and 
Jtlotherland. 

London, June 15. — The influx of visit- 
ors to attend the Jubilee ceremonies waa 
noticeable for the lirat time to-day. 
The streets, especially those through 
which the royal procession will pass, 
were throngp<t all day and until late at 
night with crowds of sightseers. Pro- 
gress through these streets waa difficult. 
The supply of omnibuses and cabs is in- 
adequate to meet tho demand lining 
made for their services. The oflicial 
preparations are atill incomplete. 

It is more and more apparent that tlie 
great features of the celebration will be 
the public and oflicial honors that will 
be paid to the colonial visitors. The 
welcome extended to them in all quar- 
ters ia enthusiastic. The press and tbe 
government are giving every encourage- 
mentj to make the Jubilee a great 
demonstration of the inauguration of 
the. new Imperial policy of a closer union 
of the Colonies and the Mother Country. 

Gi.Asddw, June 15. — The visiting 
colonial premiers were tenilered a ban- 
quet to-night by the municipality. Mr. 
Wilfrid Laurier, tho Canadian Premier, 
replying to the toast " Our Colonial 
I'.mpire," said: " Proud as I am to be 
a citizen of tiie great republic on the 
banks of the St. Lawrence, I have still 
more the privilege of being a citizen of 
the Britisli lOmijiro. To-day we are 
colonials, but wo aspire to be more, and 
see removed whatever disparity exists 
between the people of tbe home country 
and the colonial subjeets of Her Ma- 
jesty." 

A TKIUMPHAIi PKOyUKS.S. 

The Canadian Premier Overwlielmcd With 
Kindness— The Guest of the Aber- 
deeiis ill July. 

Mo.NTUKAL, June 15. — (Sriecial) — An 
Edinburgh cable to tbe Star aaya that 
Mr. Laurier has accepted Lord Aber- 
deen's invitation to return to Scotland 
in July to visit Haddo Hall, where the 
Aberdeens will then bo. He hopes to 
leave towards the end of July for France 
and Belgium. 

Mr. Laurier remarked last night; " 1 
am afraid they will kill us with this 
kindness." lie received a great receji- 
tion at Glasgow to-day.

Proceedings of the Session Now in Progress 
at Halifax. 

Halifax, June 15. —At the seBBion of 
the National Council of AYomen yester- 
day, " Art" .was ^tbe^j flrab, subject. 
"How to attract the rank'and file of 

federated societies " waa the subject 
of a paper by Mrs. Boomer, of 
the London Council. A discussion fol- 
lowed in which represantativea of tlio 
Montreal, Ottawa, and other centres 
took part. It was thought it would be 
well frequently to throw meetings of tho 
executive committee open to tho society. 
Tbe Countesa of Aberdeen endorsed this, 
but at the same time she put in a word 
in maintenance of the privacy of execu- 
tive meetings. 

Miss May Wright Sewell, o£ Indianap- 
olia, mentioned a committee on informa- 
tion which had been found useful. This 
committee's work was solely tbe impart- 
ing of knowledge. Members of societies, 
too, are admitted to executive meetings 
with a view of increasing their 
interest. Another tiling in Indiaiiapnlip, 
care ia taken that tho local council shall 
not duplicate the work done by an iiuli- 
viilual Bociet}' and thus waste energy or 
belittle the society. 

This evening a ])ublic meeting waa 
held wliich waa addressed by the 
Countess of Aberdeen ami others. 



THE SAlLOli'S PERILS. 

Survivors From the Crew of a Coal Ship 
Which Took Fire. 

New York, June 15.— Eigliteen of 
the crew of the ill-fated ship Buckhurst, 
which was destroyed by fire oil" the Costa 
liican coast, have arrived here on the 
steamship Advance, from Colon. Some- 
where to the westward of tho Costa 
Kican coast, perhaps 500 miles or more, 
lies tbe wreck of the Buckhurst, which 
was bound from Newcastle, N.S.W., to 
Panama, with coal. Abandoned by her 
crew, with her cargo blazing like a fur- 
nace in her hold, she blew up two hours 
after she was abandoned. Three of tho 
four boatloads of seamen that left her 
arrived, after fearful perils and priva- 
tion, on Cocoa island, in Costa ilican 
waters, but the fourth, manned by the 
sailmaker and hia crew, has not yet 
been heard from. All hands fought tlie 
fire for ten days before compelled to 
abandon the ship. 



DAILY MAIL AT LAST. 

ArranKeinents Completed for a Better Scr 
vice for the Kootenay Cities. 

Skatti.k, June 15. — The general super 
intendenitof the railway mail service has 
issued the following order, which is now 
in effect: 

"The Canadian office having concur- 
red therein, establish a direct daily ex 
change of the mails between the Havre 
and Spokane railway postoflice and the 
Helena and Spokane railway jiostollice 
on the side of the United States, and tho 
postotiices of Kossland, Is^'elson, Kaalo 
and Trail on the side of Canada ; the ex- 
change to be limited, for the present, to 
mails made up in said railway postofhces 
for the Canadian oflices above named ; 
said mails to contain articles for the 
Canadian destinations, articles for which 
are now included in mails made up in 
the United States for the same Canadian 
offices." 



Cecil Rhodes in Danger. 
London, June IG. — A dispatch to the 
Daily Mail from Capetown says that 
Cecil Rhodes had a narrow pHc^ape from 
death before he left Kimberley for 
lihodesia. Fire broke out in his bed 
room, but ho slept on unaware of it 
until aroused by the policeman, who 
broke into the premises. 

Porte Still Warlike. 

CoxsTANTi.voi'i.K, Juhc 15. — The Porte 
will form twenty new cavalry regiments 
In the Klasfiona and Salonika districts; 
and an Imperial irade raises the army 
war footing to 700,000 men, while 1,:J00,- 
000 Mauser rifles have been purchased,

KOOTENAY RAILWAYS. 

The Ottawa correspondent oi the Tor- 
onto Globe aaya that Victoria was op- 
posed to the Crow's Neet Pasa railway, 
preleiiiijj tlio CoiiBt-Kootenay road to it. 
ThiB is an entire niiBcouceptiou of the 
facts. The people of Victoria have from 
the lirst been wholly friendly to the 
Crow's Nest Pass railway. They believe 
the road to be necessary for the proper 
development of Kootenay, and hence of 
immense advantage to the whole of Brit- 
ish Co'iumbin. If there is even the 
elit;hteat opposition in Victoria to thu 
Orow'B Nest Pass road, it has not yet 
found exiiression in the iiublic press or 
in public meetings. Indeed, though the 
Colonist aims to keep pretty closely in 
touch with public opinion, it can say, 
■with absolute sincerity, that it never 
heard of any opposition until the state- 
ment was made in the Globe's Ottawa 
correapondeni'e. 

In the early part of the diacuasion 
there was some difference of opinion 
here aa to the way in which the road 
ought to be bailt. Many persona fav- 
ored tlie plan, which the Minis- 
ter of Railways favored at lirst, 
namely, the coiigtruetioii of the line 
by the Government, but as time went on 
a decided chuni^e iu iniblic opinion was 
manifest, and it was admitted, practic- 
ally by everyone, that the best way to 
secure the road was by means of aome 
arrangement with the Canadian Pacific. 
Never at any time, bo far as our observa- 
tion has gone, has there been the slight- 
eat degree of opposition to the construc- 
tion of the line, and since the terina of 
the bargain have been announced, wliilc 
there may be those who are not pie- 
pared to admit that the terms are as 
favorable to the Dominion aa could have 
been secured, the voice of criticism is to 
all intents and purposes eilenced by the 
general satisfaction felt at the certainty 
of rapid constri^ction of this important 
road. 

The Trail Creek News devotes consid- 
erable space to a denunciation of " the 
Victoria capitalists " who are " advocat- 
ing the throwing out of the Columbia iV 
AVestern charter and {jivins; it to the pro- 
])Osed Victoria, Vancouver Kastern 
railroad." AVho are the Victoria capi- 
talists referred to? The News speaks of 
'■' Members Milne, McLean and Mcln- 
lies, of Victoria and Vancouver," as be- 
ing specially active in this regard. 
These gentlemen do not happen to bo 
members, and only one of them, 
Dr. Milne, residesin Victoria, but his chief 
interests are in Vancouver. It is tlio 
moat absurd sort of mistake on the part 
of the Newa to auppose that there is any 
opposition in Victoria to the Columbia 
& Western. Dr. Milne has made the best 
fight he could for the enterprise with 
which he is associated and one or two 
otherB helijed him ; but tliero is notliinj,' 
wrong in that. Surely in this free 
country a man ouglit not to be attacked 
for endeavoring to im])rea8 his views 
upon parliament. There would be 
the liveliest feeling of satisfaction in 
Victoria over the prospect of the im- 
mediate construction of the Columbia & 
"Western. 

We may, inileed, say that ex-cept, jier- 
hapa, in Kootenay itself, there ia in no 
part of the Province such a general feel 
iag ol contentment at the manner in 
-which the Kootenay railway problem is 
likely to be iiolved as there is here. 
Ylctoria businesa men are not unreason- 
ai)lo. They strive earnestly for what 
they want, but if tlieir whole phms do 
not result successfully tliey have too 
much good seuse to act the part of the 
dog in the mauger.

This 
much has given him a place in the 
economics of British Columbia and Can- 
ada itself. 

In a larger contest, however, he has 
made a winning. He has been at Ot- 
tawa. He has been playing checkers 
with Sir William Van Home. He has 
fought that colossal infiuencs to the 
finish. Ho has said to him, " I will 
divide the rich Kootenay country with 
you, Vou can como as far west as Nel- 
son and Hobaon, but the country west of 
the Columbia is sonie-one-elae's terri- 
tory. I will occupy that with niy infant, 
the Columbia Western. Christina 
lake. Kettle river, Boundary creek and 
Okanagan are my jewels." 

Hero is a new industrial cantain, 
younger in years than any one I can 
"think of on either side of the hountlary 
line. .V superlicial view might class him 
as a lieutenant of Sir William Van 
Home, hut my guess is that ho is his 
own general. Ho has backing, inde- 
pendent of the Canadian rucitlc. He 
can stand on his own bottom. In this 
country of vast possibilitiea, hu sees 
room for another Van Home. In Butte 
be has made his mark. In British Col- 
umbia he will have his career. Men are 
ambitious in industrial undertakings as 
they are in politics, in coniiuest, in dis- 
covery. They grow in mental grasp and 
courage as they progress.— Trail Creek 
Miner.

The civic court of revision yesterday 
had their first meeting of the year at the 
city hall, the city assessor, Mr. Xorth- 
cott, being present with his lists and 
maps spread out on the table before the 
court, which, presided over by the 
Mayor, was prepared to hear any appli- 
cations made by property lioldera for a 
reduction in the assessment. Altogether 
tliero were eighty-nine ajipeal.s, but it is 
possible that quite a number of these 
will be thrown out if the city legal ad- 
visers find that the terma of Municipal 
Clauses Act have to be strictly com- 
plied with. Section 22, sub-section (a) 
provides lliat written notice of the ground 
of eom])laint must l>o handed in to the 
as=eaaor ten days before the meeting of 
the board. Now, it so hapjiens that a 
nuuiber of the complainants simply put 
in notice of appeal and without 
staling the grounds, and consequently 
the Court of Kevision wiieii the point 
came up yesterday were somewhat of 
0[)inion that they would have to rule 
out the coniplaints that had not com- 
jilied with the conditions imposed. 
However, the matter was referred to the 
legal advisers of the city for their opin- 
ion, which will no doubt be given this 
morning. 

In all but one case the usual reduc- 
tions are sought upon the customary 
grounds. This solitary exception is a 
genuine novelty, the appellant, Mr. 

Adams ICdwardes, of Harrison street, 
complaining that his house Ims not 
been assessed at all. The curious part of 
the case is ttiat the residence in question 
escaped assessment through being in 
transit at tiio time Assessor Northcott 
was making his rounds. He could not 
place a valuation upon a moving taber- 
nacle, and at the time he visited Har- 
rison street the home of Mr. Edwardes 
was on rollers, making u pilgrimage to a 
new location.

Japanese Sealers to 13e Subsiilizod 
by Their Government— Fri- 
byloff Seals. 



Ailoat and beached in a email cove to 
tlio south of where nho stranded on 
liegatta reef during the blustery weather 
of March last, the steamer Willapa, 
whose fate was thought to have been 
Bealed long ago, was a surprise to Oapt- 
' Eichardson and tlioao aboard the U.S. 
lighthouse tender Uolnnibine, wlueh 
passeil the scene of the wreck en route to 
Victoria on Sunday last. The Colum- 
bine arrived here last evening. Captain 
Eichardaon says that as they neared the 
scene of the Willapa wreck every glass 
iiboard was levelled at the rugged look- 
ing rocks, but no steamer was seen. 
Suddenly, however, the craft loomed up 
in another (juartor, resting as easily as 
though on the cradle at her launch. 

It will be remembered tliat when the 
Danube arrived here on Saturday last 
she reported tiiat the Tees, which had 
gone up in command of Captain Irving 
to rescue or wreck the Willapa, had only 
reached Bella Bella on the niglit the 
DanubB left there for Victoria, and it 
was either on Saturday or Sunday that 
xhe Willapa was floated. Captain Irv- 
ing was flrmly impresBed witb the idea 
that the Tees on her return to Victoria 
would bring the Willapa as a tow, but 
there was probably not another seafar- 
ing man north of San l<'rancisco 
who agreed with him. For weeks 
the ship lay high out of water 
with not a bidder, either for rescue or 
salvage of her equipment. All the navi- 
gators who passed iiad but the one story 
to tell, that she was rapidly breaking 
and beyond all possibility of saving. She 
was reported fabtened to the rocks much 
aa was the San I'edro on Brotchio ledge. 
The short work which Captain Irving 
hae made of floatinp her is therefore 
cause of congratulation of the commo- 
dore of the C.P.N, fleet. 

The Willapa is a wooden vessel of 333 
gross tonnage, and is provided with ex- 
cellent machinery, so that the pick up 
for the C.P.N. Company is a valuable 
one. She was secured from the under- 
writers for a very small consideration. 
Buill as a tugboat for service on the bar 
of the Columbia river, the Willapa was 
launched at Astoria June 12, 1SS5, by the 
Ilwai'O Navigation Co. and christened tlie 
General Miles. In 188!) she was sold 
to the Portland Steamship Company, 
who lengthened her, named her the 
Willapa, and operated her in the Gray 
Harbor trade, with occassional trips to 
Cons Hiiy and other coast points. In 
1894 she was leased by the Hastings 
bteamsbip Company, and in 180) she 
was purchased by Captain George 
Iloberts and Chief Engineer Lent of the 
City of Kingston. They overhauled 
and refitted'her for tbe Alaskan trade, 
in which she participated successfully up 
to the time of her wreck. 

At the time the ship was bound North 
with one of tbe first contingente of this 
season's Yukon exodus, loaded to her 
utmost capacity. She struck the rocks 
in a blinding snow storm and was barely 
moving when her bow went on. 

TMic " C(ii,r.\!i!iNr, " r.i: iritNS. 
One of tbe smartest trips on record for 
a lighthouse tender visiting the Alaskan 
aids to navigation on her annual lour of 
inspection, was completed !)}■ the 
steamer. Columbine, Cajit. Kicbardeon, 
which arrived tiere on her homeward 
voyage last evenintr with Commander 
Morrell, I'.S.N., the insiiector, bis wife 
and daughter, and Mr. U reaves, a Now 
York gentleman, on board. On leaving 
here for the North, Capt. Richardson 
looked forward with pleasant anticipa- 
tions of being in Victoria for the cele- 
bration, 'but bis trip was accompanied 
by such unusually fine weather that his 
return was much earlier than expected. 
While north tlie vessel visited among 
other portsSitka, Juneau, Port \V raugel , 
Ivillisnor and New Metlakalla. At Sitka 
the lately derelict scliiioner .Siglin was 
tied up alongside the cutter Coi-win. On 
the way home the Columbine passed the 
steanisliips (iueen anil City of Topeka 
and the U. S. fish commission steamer 
Albatross was seen at anchor at Metla- 
katla. 

.lAl'ANKSK SEALKliS Sl'MSIDI/.KI). 

Collector Milne has been advised by 
letter that the ■fapaneao Diet has i)assed 
a law, to come into imniediate efl'ect, for 
the subsidizing of .rapanese vessels and 
men engaged in the sealing business. 
Steamers employed in the industry are 
to bo bonused four yen per annum up to 
350 tons, and for sailing vessels a similar 
grant is 'j;iven to 200 ton craft, while for 
every member of a sealing crew ten yen 
is given. The action of the Japanese 
government is quite in keeping with its 
determined policy to promote the ship- 
ping interest of t be nation, but the en- 
couragement all'orded .lapiinose Hailors 
will not have any practical eflect on the 
sealing operations as carried on on this 
side of tbe Pacilic. .Sealers from this 
side cannot, it is claiiued, enter under 
the Japanese Ibig, and therefore the pos- 
sibility or probability of the home lleet 
choosing a Japanese port for liead(iuar- 
ters is very remote, at least in the minds 
of seveiial prominent sealers. Collector 
Milne, however, is much interested in 
the 'new law and has written away for 
the text of it. 

1.-H0.M Tin: .sKAi.iNCi GitoirNns. 

In a letter from Plakodati, which Col- 
lector Milne has just received, the stato- 
jQQnt is made that l.ho sealing schooner 
St, Lawrence, which arrived there on 
the 15th of last month, had among her 



skins six or seven that were branded or 
burnt, the captain supposes, on the Pri- 
by loir islands. If the supposition is cor- 
rect, the American captain's information 
is in direct contradiction to the conten- 
tion that the seals of the Pribyloff 
islands do not migrate to the Japanese 
coast. The letter further furnishes the 
news that the sealing on the far side of 
the Pacific is now over except around 
Copper island. Thither only a few of 
the vessels, it is understood, will go this 
season, for after visiting Uakodati or 
Yokohama and there landing their 
catches forshipment home, all or nearly 
all of the fleet will, it is believed, enter 
the Behring sea.

THE "Wellington's" .mi.siiap. 

A despatch from San Franeisoo says : 
The collier Wellington, which left De- 
parture Bay the morning of June 11, 
arrived there on Monday morning with 
her engines in a badly wrecked con- 
dition. When nine hours out of De- 
parture bay the low pressure connecting 
rod of her main engine broke, and before 
the engines could be stopped the broken 
rod had smashed the top of the cylinder 
and the port after column. For twelve 
hours the steamer drifted about in a 
dense fog, when the wreckage was 
cleared away and the high pressure 
engines were started up, but reached this 
port without further mishap. 

TIIK " liHAK.MAU " AT IjrAnA.N-rlN K. 

Shortly after '.'> o'clock yesterday after 
noon the Northern Pacilic steamship 
Hraemar arrived at the quarantine 
station, inward bound from China and 
Japan. No news of the ship could be 
had last night, as her agents had gone 
out to William Head and not returned. 
A report that the vessel was going direct 
to Tacoma from nuarantine to discharge 
her overland cargo could not bo verified. 
She has large tea shipments aboard. She 
has some freight for this city, and as 
passengers there are about 175 Chinese 
and Japanese, all of whom will, it is 
thought^ be left behind at William Head. 

TIIlv KIILST .SKALEI!. 

The sealing schooner Penelope, Capt. 
I). Macauley, cleared yesterday on her 
Beliring Sea cruise, ami will be tlie first 
sealer of tbe lleet to sail from here after 
the close season. She will spend some 
time on the coast before jirocecding 
north securing Indian hunters. The 
schooner Victoria, Capt. Balcom, will 
also clear this week for the Behring Sea. 

MAIUNli: NOTKS. 

On June 1 the British ship Speke, 
which sailed from Moodyville in J'"ebru- 
aiy with lumber, arrived in Sydney. 
The Speke, it will be remembered, had 
her cargo shifted on going to sea, and 
had to put baidv to Victoria to reload. 
She was one of the largest lumber V'Ss- 
sels that ever loaded here, her cargo be- 
ing over 2,000,000 feet.

No Provision for tlie Deposed Queen in tlie 
.New llawaii.'ui Treaty, 

\\'.\sii iNii'i'oN , ,hin<! 1."). — One i>oint of 
iinportanee in which tho liawaiian 
treaty dillers from the convention nego- 
tiated by Secretary Foster in the Harri- 
son ndministration is the omiasion of 
any provision for ox-Oueen I.ilinokalaiii 
and I'riacess Kainlani. 1 n the original 
treaty it waa [irovided tliat the United 
States Rlionld pay the e.\-Queon the sum 
of .'fliO.OOO cash, and the same amount of 
money as a pension each year during tho 
remainder of her life, provided she in 
good fiiith submitted to the government 
of tbe United States and tbe local gov- 
ernment of the islands. Princess Kain- 
lani, being the next in line of royal 
blnod, was to receive a. cash payment of 
$15,000, but no pension. 

It. ia understood that any objection 
that :ni|3;bt be expected to the annexa- 
tion of the islands, baaed on the large 
proportion of coolies in the population, 
lias been forestalled by an article not 
only prohibiting tho further iininigra- 
tiou of such laborers to tho Hawaiian 
ifilanda, but also prohibiting the coming 
of any (.'hinese to any other part of the 
United States.

To THE Editor :—Cowichan is not 
going to be left behind in the race for 
position SB one of the prominent gokl- 
producing sections of Britiah Columbia, 
lis sliown by ii recent assay made by the 
provincial useayer of a piece of rock con- 
eieting of dark groy (luart/., carryin<^ 
galena and viuible gold, and taken 
during the coarse of development ^vork 
by a local syndicate from the Morning 
Star claim, situated on Taouliailim moun- 
tain. The assay reads as follows : Gold, 
par ton, ^4,5u0.06; silver, per ton, 30.78 
ounces. This return will be hard to 
beat on Vancouver Island. Following 
close on tho heels of tliia coinea tho dis- 
i;ovory of |)lai:er gold on one of thocreeka 
llowin^ from tho CJiiamichnn nioun- 
laina; alco an assay of .$22.50 per ton in 
gold from a claim now lieing dovL'loped 
on .Salt .Spring Island. Those and other 
discoveriea, namely one of a ledge of 
antimoiiial copper eiiiht feet wiiie, and 
the immenEe ore chute found on tho 
Btirface on iMouut Sicker, will all help 
to bring Cowichan forward as a promis- 
ing mining centre. 

There is one thing, however, which is 
diatrbing tho equanimity of our pros- 
pectors and it 18 this: Whilst all of us 
recognize and are grateful for the liberal 
offer of tiio ]•;. <k N. Railway Co., still 
the mode of payment is in our opinion 
imprneticable and we sincerely hope the 
company will perceive this and ho alter 
the mode of payment as to place it in 
the power ot our poorest prospector to 
take up a claim. According to the pre- 
sent terms as stated in the E. i<: N. R. 
advertifiement, a prospector on locating 
a claim has, within ten days of record- 
ing same with the government, to pay 
the company the sum of ^2.50 per acre 
md tho balance of .'f2.C0 per acre within 
twelvemonths; now this prevents any 
but a fairly rich man taking up and re- 
cording a claim, for the following rea- 
sons. The lirst step necessary on loca- 
ting a claim would be to have it sur- 
veyed at say a cost of $100 or upwards i ' 
in an out of the way place, to know ex 
actly how many acres the claim con- 
tained and also in numerous cases to 
see how many acres, if any, were on 
the company's laud; to do all 
this 'takes time, to get the 
surveyor and .party on the ground 
to survey perhaps several prior claims, 
and to find out accurately on what aec- 
tioi H tho claim is located, and to whom 
they belong. The prospector has also to 
lay out the sum of iflOO in cash or work 
on the claim to hold hia title to it with 
the provincial jioverninent. All this ex- 
penditure — namely, the K. &. X. H. Co., 
.say $211(1; eiirvev, :fl00; asaessment work, 
^lUO; incidentiils, $-10; total, $500— has 
to be paid within twelve months on — 
what? An exposure of sparsely miner- 
alized quartz perhaps, that will lake 
hundreds of dollars in work to find out 
anything at all about, as it is a rarity for 
the prospector to find the ore lying at 
the surface. It is to be hoped that the 
E. & N. Co. will see the force of these 
remarks and adopt a form of payment 
more within the power of the ordinary 
prospector to comply with, or else very 
ittle if any more prospecting will be 
done in Vancouver Island on their pro- 
perty ; moreover few if any of ua objected 
to tho terms named by the compuny 
and stated by tho Hon. Mr. Turner in 
the hou.se, or agreed with the articlea 
written on this offer in some ol the pro- 
vincial paper. I would like to suggest 
to the ii. N. 11. Co. to give the pros- 
pectors the option as to the form of pay- 
ment lie preferred, namely, either the 
$5 iier acre, payable in twelve months, 
or $8 per acre deferred for say five years 
and 20 cents per ton royalty, or else 
make the $5 per acre payable in live 
annual instalments, or to bear interest 
and be definitely payable at tbo end of 
five years. 

I may add the E. & N, Co.'s advertise- 
ment in the papers took prospectors by 
surprise, a.s they considered that the 
matter had been delinitely settled on the 
terma as stated by the Minister uf Mines 
in tho house.

GIBSON OF MimysyiLIjE. 

The Greatest Business Man of the Maritime 
Provinces. 

Very few people have any accurate 
conception of tho extent of Mr. Gibson's 
enterprises. His original business was 
that of a lumberman, and he is still the 
greatest lumberman in New-Brunswick. 
\Vitliin two years, by the purchase of 
the Black ville proijerty. ho has extended 
hia lumberoperations to the Miramichi, 
and began the developmentof anew bus- 
iness ill that region. Hia lumbering 
operations employ not less than 1,000 
men working in the woods as axemen or 
teamsters, while, during the sawing sea- 
son, liis mills at Marysville and lilack- 
ville employ 400 more. At the present 
time there are seven large ocean steam- 
ships in this port loading deals for Mr. 
Gibson, a fact which will convey to the 
reader some slight idea of the amount of 
labor which hia vast lumbering opera- 
tions demand. But Mr. Gibson was not 
content with being merely the greatest 
lumberman in the province ; he iiecame 
the greatest cotton manufacturer. His 
cotton mill at Marysville is tho largest 
in Canada, and employs 700 iiands. Mr. 
Gibson has also been a prominent factor 
in railway building. He took the prin- 
cipal part in the construction of the New 
Brunswick railway lo Edmundston, on 
the east side of the St. John river, and 
he built tho Canada Eaatern railway 
from Fredericton to Chatham. This last 
line he still owns, and its operation has 
added considerably to hia labors and re- 
sponsibilities, although it ia a paying 
property. In view of such great enter- 
prises as those we have named, it is 
hardly necessary to say anything about 
such smaller industries as the foundry at 
Gibson, the brickworks at Marysville, or 
the stores which he manages. Mr. Gib- 
son has for the past thirty years been 
the busiest man in the province. — St.

There is quite a rush of business with 
the committees preparing for Victoria's 
Jubilee celebration, and last night a 
number of details were arranged by the 
financial and thankagiving service com- 
mittees. The queation of money ia of 
course a serious one and it will be only 
by generous help on the part of the 
public that the celebration can 
be made a real success. Var- 
ious committees put in strong bids 
for larger appropriations last night 
but in some cases the finance committee 
had to make some of the inoet necessary 
urants only conditional on enough 
money being raised in the next couple of 
days to warrant the expenditure. The 
reception appropriation was raised to 
$350, which is somewhat less than 
allowed last year; tho band committee 
were given another $25, and the bonfire 
appropriation was raised to $50. Tlie 
regatta committee, which badly needs 
an extra hundred dollars to give prizes 
to tho United States Jacktars, who are 
coming on the Oregon, were given $50 
with a conditional ifoO more. Chief 
Deasy will attend to the big bonlire at 
Finlaysou's point. 

Tho thanksgiving service committee 
had cpiite a discuBsion aa to how beat to 
arrange the ground at the jiark and so 
place militia, distinjjuished gueats, 
societies and the general pul.ilic to the 
best advantage. The general outline de- 
cided upon ia that the military will form 
a hollow square around the platform on 
which are the choir and clergy, and fac- 
ing this platform inaide the aqiiare will be 
the seats for tlie Mayor, Lieut. -Governor, 
Adiiiiral and atafl' and distinguished 
gueata. The military will before the 
service clear enough ground for the so- 
cieties to furin up close to the platform, 
but outside the soldiers. Out of consid- 
eration for the Pioneers all the repre- 
sentatives of the aocietiea were very will- 
ing to grant them precedence and other 
aocietiea will be given precedence as 
they arrive on the ground; tho ladies'

be Boiiie in attendance, will also be given 
favorable places.

THE "COMUS"' MISSION. 

Sbe Is to Relieve the Crew of the Wrecked 
" Klnkora." 

The following dispatch from San Fran- 
cisco afipearing in the Seattle press of 
yesteriliiy makes plain who are the 
stranded seamen for whoso rescue II. JL 
S. Comiig linriieiUy left for Clippcrton 
Rock a few days ago: 

S.\N' l'ii.\Ni.'iKri), ,lune 14. — AdvicPH 
from Acapuleo per the ateamsbip (Jity 
oi I'ara tiave been received giving the 
piu'ticiilara of the wreck of the iiritiah 
ship Kiiikora on Clipperton reef, on May 
2. It ajipears that while on the voyage 
from Puget Sound to J'lngland, with a 
cargo of lumber, the Kinkora was struck 
by a Bijuall and disinaeted on ;\Iay 1, when 
some 000 miles northwest of Acapuleo. 
Capt. McMurtle made an effort to rig up 
jury masts in the hope of making the 
nearest port, but another storm drove 
the vessel upon Clipperton reef that 
night and the crew of twenty-feven men 
landed on the reef and camped there. 

.Vfter vainly waiting for a passing sail 
for some days the chief officer and a 
crew of six men voliinUiered to make 
tho trip to Acaiuilco, which they finally 
reached, more dead than alive, on June 
.'!. When the rescuing party left Clipper- 
ton island there was sufficient food to 
last the roraaining twenty men about 
four months.

There are over 100 elaiuiH etaked oil' in 
thataeclion, but the Alberta and Cor- 
belt are the only properties that have 
been developed na yel. At present 
work on both these properties has been 
temporarily eiiapeuded. Tlio owners, 
of the Curbett, Messrs. Deacon and 
West, of Victoria, have let a contract 
for $i,;irjO for sinkiiif; a shaft on the 
claim, and this shaft is conQdently ex- 
pected to reveal a good paying body of 
ore. Aa the shaft on the Alberta, which 
is on the same lead as the Corbett, 
deepens the ore improves, both l)eing 
well defined ledizea.
